GENERAL COMITE - GUINEA (B), REDUCING DEVELOPMENT GAP 

COMITE OCT 19 RECOMMENDED AS ADDITIONAL ITEM FOR GA AGENDA 58- 
POWER REQUEST EOR CONSIDERATION OE ILLEGAL OCCUPATION BY PORTU- 
GUESE MILITARY EORCES OE CERTAIN SECTORS OF GUINEA BISSAU AND 
AGGRESSION AGAINST ITS PEOPLE. VOTE WAS 17-1(US)-5(DENMARK, 

ERANCE, NETHERLANDS, SPAIN, UK), WITH MEXICO ABSENT AND PRES NOT 
VOTING. ITEM REQUESTED BY SIERRA LEONE ON REDUCTION OE INCREASING 
GAP BETWEEN DEVELOPED AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES WAS RECOMMENDED 
UNANIMOUSLY. 

STATEMENTS IN SUPPORT OP GUINEA (B) ITEM WERE MADE BY REPS 
MAURITIUS, SOMALIA, PAKISTAN, GUINEA, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, SENEGAL, 
YUGOSLAVIA, SUDAN, CHINA, MADAGASCAR, FIJI, TUNISIA, UGANDA, 

NIGERIA, TANZANIA, USSR AND GHANA. LECOMPT (FRANCE) COULD NOT 
PARTICIPATE IN CONSENSUS ON ACCEPTING ITEM BECAUSE IT WOULD 
TEND PREJUDGE MATTER. IT WOULD HAVE BEEN DIFPERENT HAD PROPOSAL 
BEEN TO CONSIDER NEW SITUATION CREATED BY PROCLAMATION OP 
INDEPENDENCE, HE SAID, NOTING FRENCH-SUGGESTED CHANGE IN TITLE NOT 
ACCEPTED. 

IN EXPLANATION OP VOTE, PACK (NETHERLANDS) COULD NOT UNDER 
INTERNATIONAL LAW ACCEPT WORDING OP ITEM, AND HE WONDERED IP IT 
WOULD NOTE BE PREFERABLE TO SUBMIT MATTER DIRECTLY TO SC. 

JAMIESON (UK) SAID GUINEA (B) DID NOT MEET HMG'S CRITERIA EOR 
RECOGNITION AND QUESTION COULD BE DISCUSSED UNDER ITEMS 23 AND/OR 
71. POLLOWING VOTE, SCHAUPELE STATED USG'S CONTINUING SUPPORT FOR 
SELF-DETERMINATION IN AFRICA WELL KNOWN, BUT HE PEARED TO SET 
PRECEDENT OP THIS NATURE WOULD EVENTUALLY BE DETRIMENTAL TO UN 
SINCE IT COULD BE USED BY MANY DIPPERENT TYPES OP GROUPS AS 
PRETEXT FOR INTRODUCING DISCUSSION. AMERASINGHE (SRI LANKA) 
COMPARED ACTION OP GUINEA (B) WITH THAT TAKEN BY PEOPLE OF US 
IN DECLARING INDEPENDENCE. 

TAYLOR-KAMARA (SIERRA LEONE) INTRODUCED ITEM ON REDUCING DEVELOP- 
MENT GAP. HE ASKED THAT IT BE REPERRED TO COMITE 2, NETHERLANDS 
REP SUGGESTED CONSIDERING IT CONCURRENTLY WITH REVIEW AND 
APPRAISAL ITEM, COMITE 2 CHAIRMAN (ETHIOPIA) SUPPORTED SUGGESTION, 
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AND GC AGREED. MAKEEV (USSR) DREW ATTENTION TO PACT ADDITIONAL 
RESOURCES EOR DEVELOPING COUNTRIES COULD BE OBTAINED BY REDUCING 
MILITARY BUDGETS AND IMPLEMENTING SOVIET ROB PROPOSAL. 

COMITE I - LAW OP SEA 

COMITE, CONTINUING DEBATE ON SEABED ITEM AND ORGANIZATION OF 
LOS CONFERENCE OCT 19, HEARD VIEWS OP CZECHOSLOVAKIA, 
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BULGARIA, INDONESIA, UKRAINE, INDIA, ALGERIA, AFGHANISTAN, 

GUINEA, ROMANIA, YEMEN, LIBERIA, MALTA, QATAR AND NEPAL. CHAIR- 
MAN SAID HE HOPED CONCLUDE ITEM OCT 22 AND TAKE UP DISARMAMENT 
NEXT DAY. IE DRAET RES NOT READY, COMITE COULD RETURN TO ITEM 
LATER FOR FINAL DECISION. 

ONE LONG 1974 SESSION EOR LOS CONEERENCE WAS SUPPORTED BY 
INDONESIA, INDIA, ALGERIA, AEGHANISTAN, GUINEA, AND MALTA. 

MOST MENTIONED 10 WEEKS, BUT MALTA LEANED TOWARD 8-10 WEEK SESSION. 
MALTA PREEERRED MEETING IN NY OR GENEVA AND NEPAL MENTIONED 
VIENNA. NEED FOR UNIVERSAL PARTICIPATION MENTIONED BY ALGERIA, 
AEGHANISTAN, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, BULGARIA, INDONESIA, UKRAINE, 

ROMANIA, YEMEN AND GUINEA (WHO ALSO INCLUDED INVITATION TO 
GUINEA (B)). UKRAINE, BULGARIA AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA ALL REFERRED 
TO INSUFEICIENT PREPARATORY WORK, WHEREAS LIBERIA SPOKE OE 
COMMENDABLE PREPARATORY WORK. NEPAL SUGGESTED DEVOTING EIRST 
THREE WEEKS OE CONEERENCE TO PREPARATORY WORK WITH REMAINDER 
SPENT ON SUBSTANTIVE WORK. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA, BULGARIA, UKRAINE, AEGHANISTAN AND YEMEN ALL 
STRESSED NEED FOR CONSENSUS. WHILE SUPPORTING CONSENSUS APPROACH, 
INDIA BELIEVED DECISIONS IN PLENARY SHOULD BE TAKEN BY TWO-THIRDS 
MAJORITY AND IN COMITE BY SIMPLE MAJORITY. LIBERIA EAVORED SIMPLE 
MAJORITY WHEN CONSENSUS NOT POSSIBLE. CONSENSUS PROCEDURE SHOULD 
NOT LEAD TO ANY MINORITY PREVENTING DECISIONS THROUGH INTRANSI- 
GENCE, IN ALGERIA'S OPINION. YEMEN SUPPORTED CONSENSUS BUT SAID IE 
THAT NOT POSSIBLE THIRD SESSION SHOULD BE HELD IN 1975. 

SPACIL (YUGOSLAVIA) SAID HE WOULD NOT OBJECT TO PREPARATORY 
CONSULTATIONS TAKING PLACE IN CONEERENCE ITSELE. BOJILOV 
(BULGARIA), SPEAKING OE INADEQUATE PREPARATORY WORK, MENTIONED 
LITTLE PROGRESS MADE IN DRAFT ARTICLES ON MARITIME LAW AND 
CALLED THIS "ACHILLES HEEL" OE SEABED COMITE'S WORK. HE SUGGESTED 
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TO PREVENT ABUSE OE CONSENSUS PROCEDURE, RULES SHOULD CONTAIN 
PROVISIONS TO PERMIT SOME DECISIONS BY SPECIALLY QUALIFIED MAJOR- 
ITY. CRISTESCU (ROMANIA) CONSIDERED SEABED COMITE HAD DONE 
EXTREMELY IMPORTANT WORK AND CONEERENCE COULD NOW CONTINUE ITS 
WORK. HE EAVORED 1974 CONEERENCE AND SAID DECISIONS TAKEN 
SHOULD BE GENERALLY ACCEPTABLE. 

KAMIL (INDONESIA) THOUGHT SEABED COMITE EACING NOT MERELY 
TECHNICAL PROBLEM OE DRAETING BUT PROBLEM INVOLVING POLITICAL 
WILL OF ITS MEMBERS. GHAUS (AEGHANISTAN) SPOKE OE NEEDS OE LAND- 
LOCKED STATES, COULD NOT ACCEPT UNILATERAL EXTENSION BY CERTAIN 
STATES OF NATIONAL JURISDICTION OVER SEA, AND HAD CERTAIN 
RESERVATIONS ABOUT SUBJECTS BEFORE SEABED COMITE BECAUSE LIST 
WAS IMCOMPLETE. IN OPINION VELLA (MALTA), INFORMAL DRAFT RES 
PROVIDED GOOD BASIS EOR IMMEDIATE ACTION. HE SUGGESTED 
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CORRECTIVE CHANGES IN ORGANIZATION OE WORK AND DIVISION OE 
LABOR SHOULD BE MADE BEEORE CONFERENCE CONVENED. JAMAL (QATAR) 
HOPED CONEERENCE WOULD MOVE IN POSITIVE AND EEFECTIVE 
DIRECTION AND HELP BRIDGE SOME GAPS IN INTERNATIONAL LAW AND 
REMOVE DIEEICULT OBSTACLES IN PATH OP INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION. 
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UNCLAS SECTION 2 OF 3 USUN 4106 

SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE-S.AFRICA 

COMITE OCT 19 CONTINUED DEBATE ON APARTHEID POLICIES OF S. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AFRICA HEARING STATEMENTS BY COSTA RICA, NORWAY, GDR, 

INDONESIA, UPPER VOLTA, CHINA, N. ZEALAND, AND TUNISIA. 

COSTA RICA NOTED "CRUELEST ERA IN HUMAN HISTORY" AND CALLED 
FOR MORE VIGOROUS MEASURES TO END S. AFRICA'S "BARBARIC" 

POLICIES. NORWAY STATED THAT NATO HAS NO CONNECTIONS WHETEVER 
WITH S. AFRICA AND THAT ANY CONTACTS SOME NATO MEMBERS HAVE 
MAINTAINED ARE STRICTLY BILATERAL. GDR CALLED FOR ECONOMIC 
SANCTIONS AND MENTIONED COMMON INTENTIONS OF TEL AVIV 
AND PRETORIA "TO REPRESS NATIONAL AND SOCIAL LIBERATION 
MOVEMENT IN ARAB AND AFRICAN REGIONS." INDONESIA SAID

TO NZ. CHINA STATED THAT WALKOUT FROM GA DURING SA FONMIN

7 AND COMITE WOUED CONCLUDE WORK DEC 12. IRAN, NORWAY,

AND GREECE CONGRATULATED UNITAR ON ITS WORK. IRAN INTRODUCED

THAT INSTITUTE WOULD HAVE MORE FINANCIAL SUPPORT; FOLLOWING DEBATE

IN COMITE MEETING OCT 19 LONDON SUNDAY TIMES CORRESPONDENT 
EDDY READ REPORT OF FORMER PARTICIPANT IN AFFRET AIR'S 
ACTIVITIES. DURING QUESTION AND ANSWER PERIOD, EDDY MADE 
FOLLOWING COMMENTS: MALLOCH WELL KNOWN FROM ACTIVITIES IN 
BIAFRA; DC-7S POSSIBLY NOT INSURED; DC-8 SOLD BY CHICAGO 
COMPANY WHICH WAS "SECRETIVE" OVER DEAL BUT APPARENTLY 
"SATISFIED AUTHORITIES THAT AFFRETAIR WAS GABONESE;" ONE OF AIR 
RHODESIA'S THREE BOEINGS CANNIBALIZED TO PROVIDE SPARE PARTS FOR 
OTHERS, PROBABLY DUE TO LACK OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE, NOT ABILITY 
OF SR TO GET PARTS; PARENTHETICALLY, FINANCING OF BOEINGS 
ARRANGED FROM "OUTSIDE". 

COMITE DECIDED TO TRANSMIT EDDY INFORMATION TO OAU AND CIRCULATE 
DRAFT LETTERS TO COUNTRIES INVOLVED. SUDAN ASKED US IF BOEING 
CONTRACTS HAVE CLAUSE PROHIBITING RESALE TO RHODESIA. UK 
MODIFICATION OF NOTE TO IRELAND ABOUT PLOUGHING CHAMPIONSHIPS 
WAS APPROVED.
